a man doAii, as in the present case, 
there will always be villains enough to 
run the risk of subsequent detection.— 
These circumstances call loudly for tlie 
attention of tlie government.

route alone. The presence of a single 
person would have prevented the late 
attack, and his annual wages would 
not amount to tlie tenth part of the 
expence arising from tb« robbery of 
tii8 mail.’'
